Attache Pereira, of the legation, uaid 
the insurrection was now at an end, but 
that there li;id been no doubt from the 
beginnitig .is to what the end would be. 
He declined to express anv opinion as t«> 
what punishiiifut should be njetetl out to 
the rebels, saying that the laws of Chili 
provided for that. Neitlier was he will- 
ing to reveal tht* contents of any dispatch 
alluding to Bolivi.i. That was tm- tlie 
minister, he said, and the minister waa 
too busy to \>e seen. 

Senor Pereira, however, botli bv his 
tone and manner, showed th.it things 
would go hard with the caiitivi' leailers 
of tlie rebellion, and alsi^ witli tlie re- 
public that had re< <i;,niized the insur- 
gents. 

An English nieri'limit who has just 
returned from N alpaniiso, said it was 
difti( ult for a European to imagine the 
hate with whioh tiM ttuUam Ngard 

each other. 

The merchant said that business was 
virtually at a stiiudstill in Valparaiso, 
and that it wnuld take a Idiilt time to re- 
gain the trade that had been lost. 

He added that the common (.'hilian 
soldier was the best fighter in South 
America, a trait largely derive<l from 
the strain of Arucaiiiau blood, the Aru- 
canian Indians being a peculi.irly brave 
and indomitable race. The result of 
the insurrection, he added, did not sur 
prise him. as there waa no widespread

Washinoton, Ang. 29.— In the head- 
quarters of the Chilian congressional en- 
voys there was a state of commotion hist 
night over the news of the victory of the 
congreBsional forces at Valpiirai.so. Doni 
Pedro Montt, the chief representative, i.s 
in Montreal, and Senor Vera/, is in .S.m 
Francisco, but Mr. Julio Foster, tlie re- 
maining envoy, was besieged with call- 
ers to offer congratulations, and he was 
in a state or delighted excitement. 
Numeroos telegrams of congratulation 
were received during tlie evening from 
prominent people In Chili who are in 
sympathy with the congressional forces. 

When asked last night what the 
statns of United States Minister Egan 
would be if the congressional partv t<K)k 
control of the government, Mr. Kister 
said: "He cannot remain as the I'nited 
States minister. We would request the 
United States govenuneut to recall him. 
We could uot put up with a man who 
has been partial to Balmaceda and an 
enemy to the congressioualists, and one 
who has alwii\K ]H>rsi.sted tluHk Balma- 
ceda would not Ix' tlefeated. 

"If Balmacetia is entirely dethroned," 
said Mr. Foster, "he and his foUowei-s 
will not be punished, as we b«'lieve the 
greatest punishment to these men. wiio 
for the first time have tignred in the 
upi)er strata, will be their short-lived 
iKiwer and tiie jpsbUo tedlgnation 
neane<i uimju them. 

Mr. Foster said Minister Eagan has a 
son who holds office indirectly under 
Balmeceda. 

"The son is .nbout nineteen years old," 
said Mr. F'oster, "and employed on a 
government railroad in the capacity as 
i lerk, and is p.iid for his services by a 
contractor wlio i.s employetl by the Bal- 
maceda government, and I understand 
that tliis son has other employment un- 
der Balmeceda also. It is an tmusual oc- 
curauce fur a foreign minister to pla^to 
his son in the employ of a country which 
he serv'es in diplomatic relations.

MAKI GOOD eOLDIERt. 

Report of Captniu l^e on the Profreai 
M*ile by Indian Reoralta In the Army. 
WABBtNOTOR, AUg. W.— 1^«WW 

partmant has fMwved a report from 

Captain J. M. Lee. of the Ninth United 
States infantry, of an inspection he re- 
cently made of Troop L. Sixth cavalrj-. 
This tnwp con.iists of fifty -five Hioux 
Indians, and is now statioup<l at Fort 
Niobrar.'i, Neb. The troop was recruit- 
ed at Itosebml. S. I)., largely from the 
Brule .Sioui tri lie, the least progressive 
of the bands located tliere. The officer 
who recruited the troop, and who is 
now in command of it, is Lieutenant 
Edward E. Dravo. of the Sixth cavalry. 
In his rejiort Captain Lee says he has 
visited the (piarters, me.ss-rooms and 
hfablns of the garrison and talked with 
the men freely. They are, he says, well 
cont«'nted and clie.Tful and there was 
not a single comi)laiiit from theni. They 
are clean, neat and soldierly. Their 
(lusrters and the groumla contiguous U) 
tneai were well jsjliced. 

The furniiure and utensils of the 
camp were scnijiuously clean and the 
food was well cooked and proiK'rly 
servtnl. All tiie cookini,' waa done by 
Indians and tliere w.'i.s none better done 
in tlie uarrison. Tin- -Mhle and grounds 
were nutdels of ne.itii. ss ami complete- 
ness and were made so tiy the lalior of 
the Indians. They attend to their duty 
with the regularity of tlie best soldiers. 
Thev are jiioud of being soldiers, the 
caiit.iin >wiys. are bt'coiui'ig rapidly civ- 
ilized in tln-ir demeanor and habits, and 
are having a salutary infinetice over the 
reservations. Twenty per cent, of the 
company have deposited money with the 
paymaster. They send considerable 
amounts each pay day to their needy 
relatives at the agency, aud purchase 
many necessary and useful articles. 
LiunteiiaTit Dravo, the captain says, has 
caused those at the jKJst with families tt) 
be lawfully married. Mounteil drill had 
just begun at the time of the inspection, 
and tht! intelliKcnt progress of the In- 
dians was surprising. Their memory 
and ai)])lication of every foot drill 
seemed almost perfect. The dismount- 
ing driU w,is excellent, and the military 
wlieels anil other movements were exe- 
cuted with surprising promptness and 
r«gQlartty. 

PATRIOTIC 80N8 OF AMERICA. 



Tke AdaaiaalMi of C«toMi« Mea Settled 
Adventely for Aaotber Tear. 

Phii.aokm'iiia, Aug. 29. — At the ses- 
sion of the Patriotic Sons of America 
Thursday the (luestion of admitting col- 
ored men was again indirectly taken up. 
The question came up under the guise 
of a resolution offered by the Pennsyl- 
vania delegates that a two-thirds vote 
shall be necessary to amend the consti- 
tution. The western delegates, who 
have oppos«'d almost to a man the ad- 
mittance of colored members into the 
order, were taken by surprise at this 
sudden move of the eastern members, 
but they felt little alarm that it would 
be successful, knowing that the same 
number of votea would be requisite as 
was required to amend the constitution 
BO as to admit colored members. The 
debate that followed the offering of the 
resolution was a long aud hot one. 
When the vote was finally taken the 
resolution was defeated by a vote of 56 
to 80, thus settling in the negative for 
another year the qaeation ot UM admit- 
tanoe of ocMored membart.

Noble has sent the following telegram 
to Governor St tfle, of ( )klalioma, in re- 
ply to a disi)atch imiuirin;; as to the 
time and ci iiuiitiuiis fur ning to set- 
tlement tile Indi.m lamia iu Oklahoma 
territory : 

Your dispatch received. There is no day 
set for the <>iieniii>; of Indian lands. The 
president has not been consulted. He 
will have to tletennine. Have requested 
sufflcieut fo ct' to protect the Indian lands 
until opened. I urn sure the people will 
uudersUiud that tliey cannot go upon these 
lands imtil all conditions with the Indiana 
are oomplied with, and the proclamation 
isaued. The law abiding people will be 
protected so far as my authority goes, and 
those disolieyiiu; the law and cummitting 
traspassea aball gain notliing tliereby, 
but rather iooor loaa. Pleaae keep nte ad- 
vised.

LoNiMJN, Aug. 39.— A dispatch from 
Melboame states that a collision oc- 
cnrred at 1 o'clock yesterday morning 
inside Port Phillip Heads between the 
steamers Gambler and Easby. The 
Gambler was bound from Sydney, N. S. 
W., for Melbourne and wjis just clear- 
ing the heads when she met the Easby, 
bound out. It was impossible for the 
vessels to clear each other and the Easby 
strack the Qambi«r MBi(Miip» cnuhing 
in her eide to stich an aitll Itafk when 
she backed away the wateVpOWMd into 
the hold of the (Jambier in torrents. 

.\ scene of terrible confusion and ex- 
citeinenl fuUowed the shock of the col- 
lisions. Most of the 1 assen^ers \serein 
their berths when the accident I a i[H-ued. 
Suddenly awake ned by the siiock, and 
not kiiowiiu: til.' natur" of the accident 
that had lieialleii them, they i'.- ;. ' l i.ell 
mell on ileck v. ithout waiiinj; to dres-.. 
They niched frantically for the boats, 
but there was no time to cast loose their 
fasteniiijs's and lower them aw.iy, for 
the steamer was settling so fast that to 
utteiiipt this means of escape meant tt> 
go down with the ship. The ofticeis did 
their titmost to calm the terrified pas- 
sengers, but their efforts were to a great 
extent tit availiiig. 

The l.a.'-by remainetl alongside the 
Gambler and rescued many of the lat- 
ters"s iiasseiiKers and crew. Notwith- 
standim; her efTorts, the Gaml ii-r filled 
so rajiidly that it was beyond human pow- 
tosave everylxxly. Seven minutes after 
the collisiin the Gambler nave a long 
forward lurch, then her Innvs rose higli 
out of the water, then she settled ba' k 
and sinking stern hrst she disapjieared 
from view, carrying with her five sa- 
loon passengers, fifteen stcerairo passen- 
gers and six of the crew. The boats 
from the Easby remained for a long 
time in the vicinity searching for possi- 
ble survivors, but they found none. 

The Fiasby sustained considerable 
damage. Her cut water was stove, her 
bows were badlv d.amaged and her head 
gear was carrieci away. 

No explanation is given for the col- 
lision. The se,a was calm and the niirht 
wa-s clear, and it is claimed by many 
persons that proper lookouts war* not 
keiit on either of the steamers.

Chicaoo. Aug. 29.— Secretary Rusk is 
in the city. In an interview he said: 
" We will have our i>ork on the Eu- 
ropean markets iu a very short time. 
Everything is favorable for our packers 
to plaoe their products before the Eu- 
ropeans, and the prices the ^wrk will 
bring will be highly* satisfactory to the 
exporters. This conclusion 1 have not 
arrived at hastily nor without due cou- 
rideration. I have devoted much of my 
time to it. 

"The small crops of cereals in the 
Etiropean countries and the lin.incial 
troubles in Great Britain will necessi- 
tate the admittance of our pork, as it 
will be cheaper than any that is there 
now, and the reault will be a much 
larger sale of our products than aTor be- 
fore, not only of pork, bvlof Otlisr arti- 
cles of food as well." 

The secretary expressed muoh satis- 
faction with the work of his meat in- 
spection bureau. He said he was re- 
ceiving calls for its extension in many 
directions. He thinks ha will be able 
to eztand it so as to ooTsr pnettcaUy all 
of tha paoktof in tha eowtayimhin 
two yean.

▼olver o(mtaining three cartridMs and 
f onr empty sheUs. Shots were naard at 
10 o'clock the previous night by tha 
other tenants of tha house, but no inves- 
tigation was made nntil morning. The 
policeman foond on a table in tha room 
where the bodies lay a latter addresse<l 
to Baxter's mother. It was in tha hand- 
writing of the dead man, and showed 
he had^oontemplated the deed. No rea- 
son was ^Ten, but it is supposed the 
man was msane. The children had been 
shot while asleep, and there was no evi- 
dence of a btrugstle.

Arthur, of Perdoa university, Lafay- 
ttte, Ind., who was seat here by tha da> 
pirtmant ol agricnltore at the raqnast 
of Mayor Boaa to inTestigate the cause 
of tha death of shade trees on the.pnblo 
Bonare and in the lower part of the oity, 
alter two days' insi>ectiou gives it as his 
opinion that coal soot is the principal 
omae of the blig;ht that is destroying so 
many trees in this city. 

The soot closes the pores of the leaves 
and shuts off their supply of organic 
matter, as well as interferes with their 
exhalation of water. Professor Arthur 
further says that the water-tight pave* 
ments are somewhat injurious, and that 
the reduction of the water depth from 
eight to sixteen feet by tha aawer sew- 
ers has probably contributed to Um dli^ 
ease of the trees. He recommends the 
discarding of maples and elms and the 
planting of poplars, red and white oaks 
and other smooth-leaved trees, which 
ara aok SO much affected by tha Uii^

Th« Important Laws That the Next 
&tflllature is DirMl«4 
to MatMi* 

The Frankfort correspondent of the 

Louisville Times stimmarizes a listof im- 
portant acts the next Legislatnre will 
have to pass under the reqtiirements of 
the new ConstitatiOD. It is • lOBg one. 

It follows : 

An act reapportioning the State into 
100 Representative and into thirty-eight 
Senatorial districts, making the former 
eipial, population and territory both con- 
sidered, no districts to contain more than 
two counties. 

\ liill prn\ idiiiL' contest-i lor I!e|i- 
resenative and .Senatorial seats shall here- 
after be decided. 

A bill providing for monthly investiga- 
tions of the otlices of the State Trca-snrer 
and Auditor. 

A bill establishing regulations for de- 
ciding contested elections for Uovernor 
et al.; tmother prescribing the duties of a 
Sucretai y of State, hereafter to be elected 
by the jieople. 

A bill fixing the salaries of fntnre State 
othcials who are now paid in part or in 
whole in fioes. 

A bill K.xing unifocBiikriM Mid fees 
to be received by OonuBOBWMdth's At- 
torneys, Circuit Clerks, Ooaaty Clerks, 

SbcrifFs, Jailers and all the other Con- 
Rtitntioiuil fiflicers for counties and dis- 
tricts. 

A bill fixing the salaries of court clerks 
in the county of Jetl'erson at some sum 
not exceeding Try per cent <rf the fMI of 
their respective ofhces. 

A bin classifying counties into not 
more than six ( lasses and providing laws 
for the uniform government of each 
clflM. 

A bill providing for the election in 
1804 of not lees than five nor more than 
seven Judges of the Court of Appeals, 
and rea|)portioning the State into dis- 
tricts accordingly. 

A bill rsapportioning the State into 

rircnitCotirt di'^trirts. so that there shall 
not be more than one court for every 
sixty thousand inhabitants. 

A bill reapportioning each county of 
the State into nnigisterial districts. 

A bill providing for the registlMlion of 
all voters in all cities and tonns contain- 
ing 5,000 or more inhabitants. 

A bill reciuiring that all emidoyers 
shall give their employes a sufficient time 
on election days to cast their vote, not 

less than four boms in all. 

A bill providing the details of a secret 
ballot system of noting, and alio pmvid- 
ing for a secret ballot by blind and illit- 
erate persons. 

A bill providing for the punishment of 

bribery in elections. 

An a< t ]iiovidnig the means of depriv- 
ing of oiiice any who secure thafar-oiloe 
by the use of money or other means not 
contemplated by the Constitution. 

ai t provitling the manner of elaet- 
iug school trustees who do not come un- 
der the election laws provided in the new 
instriunent. 

An act detiuiug and classifying the 
I ities and towns lA the State into six 
classes and naming the towni of each 
particular class. 

An art prescribing the qnalilleations of 
iill olficers of cities ami towns of the 
ditl'erent classes, and providing the 
means and causes for their removal frmu 

oflice. 

.\n act classifying the property exempt 
from taxes under ^e new uniform reve- 
nue provisions. 

Acts for diflerent counties allowing the 
same to lev y a jioll tax for county pur- 
lioses not exceeding $1.50 per capita. 

A law to carry into efTect the provis- 
ions of the section reipiiring that all cor- 
(torations doing business in the State 
shall have one or more places of business 
within the State where iirocess of law 
can be had on some (me responsible for 
same. 

.\ law prescribing the iiunislmient for 
the giving or accepting of a railroad free 
]>ass by a railroad or cominon CMller to 
public otiicials or any favored class. 

An act providing for the revocation or 
forfeiture of ohMters of all corporations 

guilty of abuse or misuse of powtn and 

privileges. 

An act i)roviding for the inspection of 
all public warehouses, elevators, etc., by 
State ofBcers to bo appointed by the 
( iovernor. 

A law providing means for the main- 
tenance of a State militia. 

A law providing what oflicers, old and 
new, shall and shall not execute bond 
for iht btthful discharge of their duties, 
and fixing the amount of same. 

A law providing for the punishment of 
the forbidden exercise of a lottery or gift 
enterprise jnivilege. Other laws provid- 
ing for: What deductions hhall be made 
from the salaries of public officials for 
loss o\ time or neglect of duties, etc.; for 
how persons who are, or may hereafter 
become, sureties for public officers may 
be relieved of or discharged from such 
suretyship ; for fixing the penalty for en- 
Kavring in a duel or assisting in same; 
prescribing the minimum at which chil- 
dren may be employed in places danger- 



ous to life, health or morals, and provid- 
ing penalty for a violation of same ; pre- 
scribing penalties for failure of mines, 
work-shops, etc., to pay their employes 
hi lawful money ; fixing the salaries of 

the officers and employes of the succeed- 
ing Legislatures ; such as shall be neces- 
sary and proper to decide difAfenees by 

arbitrators when the latter are appointed 
by parties who may choose that sum- 
mary mode for adjustment; eetablish- 

ing and pronding for the maintenance of 
a State school of reform for youthful 
criminals. .
